D.  M.  Eberts,  ) TTTHEREAS  it  is  deemed 
Attorney -General,  f VV  desirable  that  Wednes- 
day, the  2nd  day  of  January,  1901,  should  he  appointed 
and  set  apart  as  a Public  Holiday  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince of  British  Columbia. 

Now  know  ye  that  We,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Executive  Council,  have  thought  fit  to  appoint, 
and  do  hereby  appoint,  Wednesday,  the  2nd  day  of 
January,  A.D.  1901,  to  be  observed  throughout  Our 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  as  a Public  Holiday.

Letters  to  be  made  Patent  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  British  Columbia  to  be  hereunto  affixed  :

Governor  of  Our  said  Province  of  British  Col- 
umbia, in  Our  City  of  Victoria,  in  Our  said 
Province,  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  in 
the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred, and  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  Our  Reign.
